City council is asking you to appro c by your votes next Tuesday the ad­ 


dition of three mills ($3.00 on the thou »and dollars of taxable property) for 


two years. 
Many other Ohio cities, i • worse financial straits than Salem, are 


asking additional levies for three to five years. 


If we pay off these bonds in 1921 we will save a big annual interest charge, 


v e will have more money for needed expenses and Salem’s credit will be saved. 


Think it over. 
Then vote “Y E S” whqi you go to the polls Tuesday.
